ON THE TRACK OF THAT $8,000.

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—The Oregon 
investigation brought the $8,000 check one step 
nearer Tilden. Runyon, the New York banker, 
who produced his books to purge himself from 
contempt, testified that the $5,000 check had 
been drawn on his firm at the request of Conrad 
N. Jordan, Cashier of the Third National Bank 
This is the bank 
where Tilden is said to do business. 
The transaction was unusual, as no money 
or collateral was deposited. It was 
a matter of honor between the two banks. Jor- 
dan especially requested that the transaction 
should not appear on Martin & Runyon’s books, 
and the amount was charged on the books per- 
sonally to Runyon. It is said that Gov. Tilden 
is a Director in this bank, and thatſthe business 
was done by Jordan on his account. It is re- 
garded as avery Curious circumstance that a 
Cashier accustomed to sending hundreds of 
checks each day should take such a roundabout 
way of sending $8,000 to Oregon, if the transac- 
tion was an honest one. Jordan wili be sum- 
moned. 
THE TESTIMONY.*

There was no money, paid for the check by 
Jordan, or collaterals deposited. It was a 
matter of honor between them. The witness 
acknowledged that it was an unusual way of 
doing business, as it is the custom in such 
cases to have the — or collaterals 
deposited. Jordan did not indicate for what 
purpose he wanted the check. The transaction 
was placed on Martin & Runyon’s books. The 
amount of the check was charged to him (wit- 
ness) on the books of his firm. Mr. Jordan 
said he would fix the matter up in a few days. 

The Committee have ordered that Jordan be 
subpœnaed to appear before them as a witness. 
It is stated here to-night that Gov. Tilden is Di- 
rector of the Third National Bank, of which 
Jordan is the Cashier.

A NICE SCHEME.’ 
CONCOCTED IN THE INTEREST OF TILDEN. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasaineroy, D. C., Jan. 11.—The most promi- 
nent managers of the Tilden interest here 
among extreme Democrats, after two wecks’ 
consultation and labor, have completed an ar- 
gument setting forth a plan by which they pro- 
pose to secure Tilden’s election by the House. 
The argument has been placed in the hands of 
a Senator to be delivered as a specch upon the 
question of the Electoral count. A gentleman 
who has heard the document read gives the fol- 
lowing as its points: 

Firet—That, under the provision of the Con- 
stitution specifying that all certificates of Elect- 
oral votes shall be opened and counted in the 
presence of the two House of Congress, no 
provision is made or direction given 
as to who is empowered to judge of the correct- 
ness and sufficiency of the returns. All this, it 
16 depends upon another provision, 


House of Representatives to proceed and elect a 
President in the contingency that there is no 
election, and requiring that the House, in vot- 
ing, shall vote by States. 

Second—The positions assumed as following 
frum the above are that, inagmuch asthe respon- 
sibility under the contingency is solely with the 
House, the Honse is necessarily empowered to 
judge and determine whether the eontinggncy 
has arisen; that consequently it is the imperative 
duty of the House to exercise supervisory 
control over the count in order that it may un- 
derstandingly ascertain if the contingency thus 
provided for by the Constitution has or has 
not arisen; that, therefore, the House is en- 
joined to examine and scrutinize all returns 
made to the President of the Senate; that the 
House must do this in order to judge of the 
correctness and sufficiency of the returns; that 
the contingency thus being made to appear, the 
House is commanded to proceed to an election, 


voting by States. 

Third—That by the requirement that the 
House in proceeding to an election shall vote by 
States, the House is made to stand in respect 
to the contingency as the representative of 
both the people avd the States to the exclusion 
of the Senate, and therefore the conclusion is 
aguin drawn that with the House resides the ab- 
solute jurisdiction oyer the count. 

The gentleman consulted in regard to 
the matter says that it is the inten- 
tion of those who have subscribed to the 
argument to induce the Democrats of the 
House to declare Tilden duly elected President, 
or to proceed to elect him President, and subse- 
quently proceed to his inauguration. There is 
no doubt that the above plan has been definite- 
ly adopted by nearly all the extreme Demo- 
crats, and that numbers of those regarded as 
rather moderate in views are counted upon for 
co-operation.

The Compromise Texas

Wasnineron, D. C., Jan. 11.—The House 
Committee on Pacific Railroads to-day agreed to 
the compromise measure presented by the Scott- 
Huntington parties for the completion of the 
Texas Pacific Railroad. The report, which will 
be presented by Lamar, is not unanimous. A 
minority report will probably be submitted by 
Cason. The Committee decided to give no in- 
formation as to the final vote. 

The Union, the new Democratic organ, will 
to-morrow make a strong attack on the Texas 
Pacifie bill, and call upon the Democrats to de- 
feat it. The main cause of the opposition is 
based on the statement that under the terms of 
the bill it is not in any sense a Southern road, 
but only the continuation of the Pennsylvania 
road around the South, and that the proposed 
branches to New Orleans and Memphis are only 
named to catch the Southern vote.

Ahother step in the direction of Gov. 
Trzpen’s barrel was taken yesterday in 
the Senate Committee’s investigation of the 
Oregon case. Ruwyon, the New York banker 
who had refused to answer certain questions 
touching the bottom facts of the purchase 
of the $8,000 draft, having thought better 
of the matter, concluded to give the name of 
the purchaser, who turns out to have been 
Mr. C. N. Jonpax, the Cashier of the Third 
National Bank, of which Mr. Tum is un- 
derstood to be a Director and a 
heavy depositor. Certain roundabout 
and unusual methods employed in 
the purchase of the draft, among which is 
the significant fact that the transaction was 
by a special arrangement entered upon the 
books of Martry & Runyon as the personal 
transaction of Runyon, strengthen the sus- 
picion that precautions were taken 
against possible disclosures of an un- 
desirable character. Jorpan, the Cashier, will 
now be afforded an opportunity to explain 
how he happened to buy the $8,000 draft in 
that peculiar manner, and for whom the 
purchase was made. Present appearances 
indicate that the developments before the 
Senate Committee will confirm Mr. Hewrrr’s 
statement that the Oregon corruption-fund 
was not taken from the moneys under the 
control of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee. 

While the Senate Compromise Committee 
is busily engaged in maturing a plan of 
agreement regarding the count of the 
Electoral votes, and the House Committee is 
doubtless employed in discussing the same

This is the gist of the argu- 
ment, and the plan further embraces the 
election of Turm by the House and 
his inauguration as President. No de- 
velopment has yet been made indicating 
the number of Democrats who have sub- 
scribed to this method of bulldozing the 
Senate and usurping absolute power in the 
Electoral count, but there is no doubt that 
such a measure has been thoroughly consid- 
ered, or that it is indorsed by a number of 
Democratic extremists sufficiently large to 
seriously embarrass the attempts at com- 
promise and harmonious adjustment now 
making by the moderate men of both par- 
ties.

We are very sure that Senator Loaan does 
not fairly represent his Illinois constituents 
in the Silver bill which he has prepared. The 
text of the bill is as follows: 

Be it enacted, etc. That there shall be coined a 
the Mints of the United Statesasilver dollar of 
the weight of 4128-10 grains, troy, of standard 
silver, the emblems, devices, and inscriptions of 
which shall conform to those préscribed by law for 
the gold and silver coins of the United States, with 
such modifications thereof as may be necessary to 
render the said dollar readily distinguishable from 
the trade dollar, and the said dollar herein author- 
ized shall be a legal-tender at its nominal value for 
any amount, except for customs duties and inter- 
est on the public debt, and shall be receivable in 
payment of all dues to the United States, except 
duties on imports. 

This merely places silver on the level with 


the greenback. It really gives it less value 


than it has now, for subsidiary silver coin 


may be tendered in payment of duties up to 
the amount of five dollars, while Senator 
Locan’s bill excludes it from such use alto- 
gether. We had almost said that the propo- 
sition was ridiculous, in that it provides only 
for coining silver dollars, while depriving 
them of the value and use they ought to 
have. The United States bonds are payable 


) in coin,—that is, silver as well as gold,—and 


unless the silver product of this country can 
be used along with the gold product, the 
time for specie resumption will be long post- 
poned, and one of the most valuable 
of all American products will be 
legislatively deprived of its natural 
use and normal value. Senator Locan 
has evidently misapprehended the sentiment

THE SENATORIAL ELECTION. 

The people of Illinois of all parties are 
aware that one of the duties of the present 
Legislature will be the election of a Senator 
of the United States for the term beginning 
March 4, 1877. Gep. Logan is the present 
incumbent. There has been mbch said and 
written on this subject, and there has been 
an attempt at menace and intimidation, and 
by a flourish of party whip, to compel men 
to a choice which may be impossible. Tux 
COO Tamoxx has been criticised because 
it has not insisted on the re-election of Gen. 
Logan, and his support by all Republicans 
in the General Assembly, to the exclusion of 
all other Republicans. The fact is, Tan 
Cnc Trisune, regarding the State of 
Illinois as a Republican State, and as having 
by a decided majority for President and for 
members of the Legislature expressed an 
adherence to the Republican party, holds 
that the State would be misrepresented in 
the Senate by any other than a Republican. 
It has so happened, however, that, owing to 
unfortunate nominations in a few districts, 
and tothe election of afew Senators two 
years ago by the combination of fusion par- 
ties, the popular will is not represented in 
the Legislature by tne controlling majority 
to which it is entitled. The result of the 
late election for members of, the General 
Assembly, including the Senators elected 
two years ago, is that parties stand divided 
as follows: *

These five Independent Senators are 
Messrs. Hatxes of Cook, Prums of LaSalle, 
Hanno of DeWitt, Pants of Saline, and 
Guassrorp of Johnson. To elect a Senator 
requires 103 votes; and any Republican who 
can get all the votes of his own party and 
the votes of three others is the man to be 
elected. Messrs. Hatnes, Prums, Harroxp, 
and GLAssronp represent districts which in 
Novanber elected Republican Representa- 
tives, and therefore represent constituencies 
who have voted in favor of electing a Re- 
publican Senator, Several of these Inde- 
pendents, when elected in 1874, were known 


of the Democratic extremists) to be Republicans, and were voted for by 


Republicans as well as by Democrats. There 
is a moral obligation upon these gentlemen 
to so vote for Senator that the State shall be 
represented by a Republican in the United 


‘States Senate. At the same time, it should 


be remembered that these five gentlemen 
were elected under a popular protest against 
both the Republican and Democratic or- 
ganizations, and were elected to repre- 
sent a popular demand for the re- 
form of abuses and errors in the pub- 
lic service. “ The Republican members of 
the Legislature, with a knowledge that. they 
were in a minority of the whole number, 
held a caucus, in which they nominated a 
candidate to be supported by all the Repub- 
licans. By this action the Republican mem- 
bers presented to the Independents a candi- 
date to be elected by them, whether the 
person nominated was acceptable to the In- 
dependents or not. It limited the choice of 
Republicans to one man. It excluded every 
other Republican in [Mllinois. However 
much this policy may be open to criticism, if 
the Independents, or a sufficient number of 
them, shall accept Gen. Logan and elect 
him, the great end—the election of a Repub- 
lican Senator—will be secured. It is given 
out that three Independents will vote for 
him; and, failing this, that a sufficient num- 
ber of Democrats will absent themselves to 
permit him to be elected: , the 100 Repub- 
lican votes. Where is the proof of this? 
Who are the Independents who will vote for 
caucus ‘nominee of the Republican party ? 
Who are the Democrats who propose to sac- 
rifice themselves to ¢lect Gen. Logan? If 
either result be accomplished we shall cer- 
tainly not find fault, but we confess to a dis- 
belief in the happening of either event! * 
Tae Cuicaco Tamer desires above all 
things the election of a Republican Senator ; 
it has no candidate to propose ; but it is in 
favor of that Republican who can show his 
ability to obtain 103 votes in the Legislature. 
The candidacy of any person who cannot ob- 
tain votes enough to be elected is an obstruc- 
tion to the election of any Republican at all, 


and tends to compel or induce an opposing - 


alliance to elect some other person who will 
not be a Republican when he gets to Wash- 
ington. Gen. Lodax fully recognized this 
difficulty, and, when nominated by the Re- 
publican caucus, he pledged himself that he 
would withdraw so-soon as it was shown 
that any other Republican could get more 
votes than himself. But in the meantime he 
is the cahcus nominee, and it is not law- 
ful for the 100 Republicans in the Legislature 
to take any steps to get any votes for any 
other person. Until Locan is withdrawn, 
the other 104 members are at liberty to form 
any combinations or agreements, because 
with the Republicans it is Locan or nobody. 
Now we do not mean to be understood as 
saying that in no event can Gen. Locan 
obtain the votes necessary to elect him, but 
there 1s a total absence of any evidence that 
he can do so. Had he not been nominated 
by the caucus, then the Republicans would 
have been free to use not only his name, but 
the names of all other Republicans, and 
would have been free to select some one of 
them for whom the Independents could vote. 
But at present, tied down with a cancus 


didate. If the outcome of all this be the 
election of a Senator who is not a Repub- 
lican, then the responsibility will rest upon 


those who have adopted the policy of pre- 
ferring an individual to the general interest. 
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CHICAGO'S COMMERCIAL IMPORTANCE. 
The statement is made in the article on 


Chicago in the fifth volume of the new “ En- 
cyclopedia Britannica,” just published, that 
Chicago is probably the fourth city in size 
and certainly the second in commercial im- 
portance in the United States of America.” 
In its review of this volume, the Boston 
Advertiser speaks sneeringly of the assertion 
as 50 characteristic that it will provoke a 
smile everywhere in America outside of the 
city itself,“ and says further that it ‘‘ ought 
to be accompanied by the writer’s definition 
of what constitutes commercial importance.” 

Boston attention may be directed to a few 
instances which will show the claim to be 
rather modest than preposterous. Chicago is 
the greatest grain-market in the world, no 
other city having ever handled in any given 
time so large an amount of breadstuffs. Chicago 
is the greatest beef and pork packing city in 
the world, it having of late years acquired 
the trade that formerly made Cincinnati con- 
spicuous; we believe that one Chicago firm 
now packs as many hogs as all Cincinnati. 
Chicago is the greatest lumber market in the 
world, and the natural outlet for the chief 
sources of the lumber supply in the country. 
Chicago is second only to Pittsburg in its 
manufactures of iron and steel; it is second 
only to Boston in the manufacture of boots 
and shoes and leather goods; it surpasses 
New York, and, so far as known, every other 
city in the world, in the manufacture of 
clothing. It has three dry-goods houses that 
are second only to asingle house in New 
York. It is to be noticed that we have 
selected particularly those branches of trade 
and commerce upon which the life and well- 
being of mankind depends,—the food that 
men live on, the clothes they wear, the 
implements and tools they employ. Chicago 
to-day has a storage capacity for grain not 
nearly equaled by that of any other city on 
earth, and stock-yards, abattoirs, packing- 
houses, and appliances for handling and cur- 
ing meats beyond every other city. It is the 
chief city of the American lakes, and the 
centre of the carrying trade of the country ; 
it is the terminus of 10,000 miles of railway, 
and is more directly connected with the en- 
tire railway system of America, embracing 
70,000 miles, than any other point. There is 
no other city where the same amount of 
power, whether physical or mechanical, pro- 
duces so much result,—afact partly attributa- 


ble to the level plain on which the city is lo- 
cated, and partly to the most advanced appli- 


ances of machinery. We know of no statis- 
tics of other cities made up with sufficient 
detail and care to enable comparison as to 
the bulk of the business transacted, but the 
grand total of Chicagos business for 1876 
was $652,000,000; for 1875, $658,500,000; 
and for 1874, $639,000,000; and we venture 
the assertion that the City of New York 


alone can be made legitimately to show a 


larger commerce. 

We fancy that the Boston Advertiser was 
misled into its doubting sneer by the misap- 
prehension that commercial importance” 
is derived solely from the moneys handled 
by banking institutions, insurance compa- 
nies, private capitalists, and fiduciary agents. 
It will only need a. moment’s thought, and 
certainly no argument, to convince it of the 
contrary. The business done by the 
goldsmiths in former times does not 
fairly gauge the commercial importance 
of any community; if it did, the little City 
of Hartford might dispute even with Boston 
its relative commercial importance, though 
Hartford is scarcely known in far-off coun- 
tries where Boston has often been heard of 
and where Chicago is as familiar as a house- 
hold word. Chicago derives its commercial 
importance from the fact that it is the recog- 
nized centre of the great Northwest, as Bos- 
ton derives its importance from being the 
centre of the small coterie of New England 
States; and, whether as an entrepot of the 
world’s supplies or as a factor in the 
stock of public sentiment, we think it was 
su Aciently modest to class Chicago as the 
second city in the United States. It is only a 
question of time when it shall be the fret in 
these respects. 


SHODDY AND SNOBBERY. 
The Bennett-May duel, and the circum- 


stances which preceded and gave rise to it, 
strips off the gilt, gingerbread-work, and 
veneering from what we have been accus- 
tomed to regard as high-society life in New 
York, and reveals one of its heroes as a very 
ordinary if not a very vulgar person. When 
the news was bruited abroad that Mr. Ben- 
NETT was engaged to a young lady and 
would shortly be married, the world outside 
Mr. Benwett’s charmed circle—the world 
which does not roll in shekels, play polo, 
send representatives to Africa, entertain 
prime donne, drive elegant equipages, and 
live on ambrosia and nectar—looked forward 
with some degree of pleasure to the union of 
beauty with manliness and chivalry. It im- 
agined that the engagement had been pre- 
ceded by a courtship of chivalrous homage 
and knightly courtesy, and that the union of 
the happy pair would be characterized by a 
display of taste and elegance in which every- 
thing that glistened would be real gold. No 
one suspected that beneath all this glitter 
and gleam it was very tawdry and 
commonplace, and that the conduct of Mr. 
BENNETT was what might have been expected 
in the servants’ hall or the area, in place of 
the homage and devotion, marked by refine- 
ment and delicacy, that beauty is accustomed 
to receive in her boudoir. If we may credit 
the reports that come from the Mar family, 
young Mr. Bennetr’s favorite style of paying 
his addresses to his affianced was that of 
furious intoxication, and that while in this 
condition he developed such demonstrative 
proofs of affection as kicking the furniture 
over, upsetting vases, smashing mirrors, and 
otherwise comporting himself like a Texan 
bullon the rampage inachinashop. His 
chaste salutation of his affianced consisted in 
slapping her face. When the prospective 
mother-in-law very naturally objected to 
the breakage of her furniture and 
bric-a-brac, even by a New York Herald 
proprietor, this gallant knight gave her 
a piece of his mind in language more 
emphatic than elegant. Upon such oc- 
casions it became the duty of the elder May 
to take this extraordinary Adonis, whose 
ardor could only find vent in the destruc- 
tion of such material objects as lay in his 
way, and the threatened demolition of a 
possible mother-in-law, and bounce him out 
of doors, with the injunction not to return, 
Upon such occasions it appears it was the 
habit of this elegant Tom DLLan to find his 
way to the basement window through which 
his affianced was accustomed to admit him, 
very much in the style that Marta Janz. the 
cook, admits her peripatetic lover, Jouy 
Tuomas, whe has to do his wooing on the 
sly, and who would prefer to come through 
a window as being more dramatic as well as 
convenient, than coming through the door 
and arousing the family, who might object 
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to his nocturnal visi 
ing such remarkable feats of affection as we 
have described, it is not wonderful that he 


should be found at times in the open mar- 


ket offering a hundred thousand dollars to 
any one who would take the girl off his 
hands.” } 

In course of time, Mr. Buwwert’s eccen- 
tricities lead to his castigation at the hands 
of the indignant brother of his afflanced up- 
on the public highway. In this affair as in 
all previous affairs the sham is stripped off 
again. Mr. Bennett, having given the world 
to understand on several occasions that he 
was an athlete and an indulger in various 
athletic sports, allows himself to be punished, 
lashed over the face and hurled into a snow- 
bank, without uttering even a word of pro- 
test. Then comes the duel, which appears 
to be as much of a sham as all the rest,—so 
much of a sham that no one yet can make 
affidavit where it was fought, who fought it, 
which one was hit, or whether any one was 
hit. There is only one certainty about the 
affair. If there was a duel and neither one 
was hit, there probably were never before 
two such delighted men as the combatants 
upon making the discovery. There is a 
pitiable side to this farce, however, and that 
is the notoriety which the young 
lady, who in every circumstance of this 
affair has been a lady, has had to suffer 
through the ill-advised action of Mr. Mar 
and the outrageous conduct of Mr. Bennett. 
It would a fitting punishment for the 
parties to this duel if their offense against 
the public peace were followed by their con- 
finement in the Penitentiary. Such a pun- 
ishment would tend to vulgarize dueling and 
make cheap chivalry and mock honora laugh- 
ing-stock and byword, as they deserve to be. 
After the conduct of Mr. Bennerr in the 
premises, there could be no special hurt to 
his honor, and that he should assume there 
was such is the biggest sham of all in this 
affair of shoddy and snobbery. 

Since writing the above, a dispatch has 
been received from Baltimore that May was 
wounded in the thigh, and that the injury is 
so severe that a fatal result may ensue. 
Should such be the case, then Mr. Bennett 
is simply guilty of murder, however the code 
or the law may regard it, and in the estima- 
tion of all fair-minded people he will be re- 
garded asamurderer. It is sincerely to be 
hoped, however, that th.sre is no foundation 
for this report, as most people would rather 
regard Bennett as a sham than as a felon. 
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WATTERSON ON THE WAR-PATH. 
Since Mr. Henry Watrerson was sent to 


Congress to fill out a very brief term in a 
seat vacated by death, he has discovered a 
remarkable aptitude for making one set of 
ideas do at least double duty. He imbues 
the dull Congressional understanding of his 
colleagues with his superior political wisdom 
over the usual beverage of “cold tea” as 
served in the Congressional restaurant; he 
assists Dick Mnnicx in arousing Democratic 


enthusiasm at a mass-meeting after an in- 


spiriting dinner at Weicxer’s; and he in- 
dites editorial correspondence over brandy- 
and-water late in the night, which startles 
the Kentucky constituency in double-leaded 
type when it reaches home. Mr. Warrer- 
son makes just one refrain go around 
among all these manifold uses; the 
double-leaded letter, the screeching stamp- 
speech, and the insidious whisperings of 
Congressional confidences are all to the 
effect that we must have Tun or war. 
The alternative is certainly not a pleasant 
one, but Mr. WatTerson turns it over in so 
many different shapes, and harps upon it 
with such ‘‘damnable iteration,” that it 
would be unreasonable in the people whom 
he reaches, either as Congressman, ha- 
ranguer, or editor, to discredit it. 

With Mr. Warrznsox's keen editorial scent 
for news, he has ‘‘scooped” his brother 
journalists of Louisville, to speak in the 
technology of the craft, by exposing the 
conspiracy to defeat the inauguration of 
Torx, and even publishes the names of the 
conspirators. The President, the Secretary 
of the Interior, the Secretary of War, Sena- 
tors Morrow and Saermay, and the Gen- 
eral of the Army, comprise the list. These 
are all; we have Wartrerson’s word for it, 
and he knows. Hares, he tells us, is a mere 
incident, and Logan and Tart simple tools. 
It would have been more satisfactory, per- 
haps, if Mr. Warrxnsox had told us some of 
the details of this dreadful conspiracy,— 
where and when it was hatched, how it pro- 
poses to proceed, which one of the arch vil- 
lains is to be set up as Chief Bulldozer, and 
especially whether the music was selected 
from La Grande Duchesse or La Fille 
de Mme. Angot.” But herein Mr. Warrer- 
son’s newspaper instinct again asserts itself. 
Knowing that he is possessed of exclusive 
information about the matter, he shrewdly 
withholds a part of his possession, and pro- 
poses to dole it out after the fashion of a 
continued story in the Ledger. The infatu- 
ated readers of the · COurier Journal will look 
for the next installment with all the eager- 
ness characteristic of am absorbing interest 
in an uncompleted work of fiction.

According to a Berlin dispatch, it is said the 
Czar has demanded an immediate report on the 
state of the Southern army, and he conferred 
Wednesday with the Minister of War cencerning 
the further mobilization of troops. 

It is reported that 50,000 rifles from Birming- 
ham have just arrived at Constantinople. 

A telegram irom Constantinople says ex- 
planations were exchanged in the Conference 
which further demonstrated the existence of 
differences between the European Powers and 
the Porte. 

The Turks persisted in 

REJECTING THE PROPOSALS 
of the Powers, especially those for subjecting 
the appointment of Governors of the provinces 
to the approval of the Powers, and for an inter- 
national Commission. The Europeans remained 
united throughout the discussion. 

Paris, Jan. 11.—A correspondent of the Times 
says the statement is confirmed that at the be- 
giuning of the week Prince Bismarck sent Baron 
Von Werther a very curt dispatch criticising the

TURKISH OUTRAGES.

SAMOA 
WANTS A COMMERCIAL TREATY WITH THE UNITED 
STATES. 


San Francisco, Jan. 11.—C. N. Griffin, United 
States Consul at Samoa, arrived by the steamer 
Zealandia,en route for Washington. He is com- 
missioned by the native Government of Samoa 
a Minister Plenipotentiary to negotiate a treaty 


formal recognition of the native Government 
by this country and the cultivation of closer 
commercial and general relations, Mr. Griffin 
accepted the commission subject to the ap 
proval of the State Department. Concerning 
State affairs in Samoa, he says that the German 
house of Godeffroy & Co., a member of which 
firm is the German Consul there, has been carry- 
ing affairs with a high hand, virtually ignoring 
the native authority; levying arbitrary fines on 
people in satisfaction of minor offenses com- 
mitted by natives against German residents, the 
charges, in many instances, having been trumped 
up; enforcing payment, backed by a German 
war-vessel, and generally pursuing an oppres- 
sive and tyrannical course, which has influenced 
the native Government to seek the moral sup- 
port of the United States. Mr. Griffin leaves 
for Washington in a few days.

SOUTH AMERICA, 
BATTLE IN ECUADOR. 

PANAMA, Jan. 2.—News has been received 
here of a bloody battle fought at Galte Ecuador 
on the 14th ult. between the Constitutional 
army, 2,500 strong, under Gen. Aparicio, and 
the revolutionary forces under Gens. Urbina 
and Veinternilla, which lasted about three 
hours, and ended in the complete rout of the 
former and capture of their Commander-in- 
Chief, Gen. Aparicio. It was a hard-fought en- 
counter. Both sides behayed bravely, losing 
altogether about 400 killed, and a much larger 
number wounded. When the news of che 
disaster reached Quito, President Borrero left 
the palace and took refuge, it is said, at the 
Columbian Legation, while the citizens pro- 
nounced in favor of the revolution. The revo- 
lutionary forces would probably enter Quito on 
the 25th ult., which event, it was expected, 
would put au end to the war in the Republie.

ITALY. 
POLITICAL PARTIES IN THE KINGDOM. 

The Italian cerrespondent of the St. Peters 
burger Zeitung says that the most striking, and 
perhaps also the most dangerous, characteristic 
of the new Parliament at Rome is the predomi- 
nance of the Southern Deputies over those from 
the North. The antagonism between North and 
South has always more or less prevailed in Italy 
since the conflict® of the Cumans and Etruscans 


and those of the Oscans and the Latins; and it 
would scem that the great efforts made by the 
Northern Italians during the last thirty years 
to bring about Italian independence 
and unity have to some extent exhausted their 
creative and enterprising spirit; while the 
Southerners, hgving by the — victories of 
Garibaldi attained their object without much ex- 
penditure of force, are gradually gaining the 
upperhand by means of their impetuous cnergy 
and penetrating intelligence. Such a predomi- 
nance of the Southern element is, thinks the 
cérrespondent, a somewhat dangerous symptom 
for the future of the country. As politicians, 
the Southern Italians, though superior in natu- 
ral intelligence and intellectual versatil- 
ity to the Northerners, are “ unripe 
and turbulent,“ and there is no one to 
restrain them. There are many eminent states- 
men among them, such as Bonghi, Villari, Pis- 
anelli, etc.; but these belong to the Conserva- 
tive party, while the great majority of the 
Southern representatives are Radicals, and they 
torm nearly one-half of the ministerial majori- 
ty, thus necessarily exercising a powerful influ- 
ence over the Cabinet. Signor Bongni, in a let- 
ter addressed by him the other day to his elect- 
ors in Lucera and Agnone, expresses a fear lest 
the result of the elections should briug on a 
new era of conspiracics and revolu- 
tivuns.

Testimony of the Man Who Drew the 
Plans for the Ashtabula Bridge. 


The Structure Notably Weak in 
the Main End Braces. 


A Correspondent’s Theory as to 
the Cause of the Disaster. 


ASHTABULA. 
CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 11.—The Leader's special 
from Ashtabula says: 
At the inquest to-day, Joseph Tomlinson was 


the drawings forthe iron Howe truss bridge 
over Ashtabula Creék—the one which had late- 
ly fallen. He did this under instructions from 
Mr. Stone. He never approved of a wrought- 
iron Howe truss over a large span. It makes 
an unnecessarily heavy bridge, and al) the strain 
accumulates at the end braces. Notwithstanding 
its weight, it would have been a strong, durable 
bridge had the main braces been sufficiently 
stroug. They were not made as large as de- 
signed, and it was hisintention that they should 
be strengthened, but his connection with the 
Company was severed on account of a difference 
that arose between himself and Mr. Stone con- 
cerning this bridge. He thought that the main 
braces were the only defective part of the 
bridge. This was the only defect that he was 
aware of except its unnecessary weight. He 
thinks it would have been an exceedingly 
strong structure had it not been for these de- 
fects. Mr. Collins had nothing to do in any 
way withthe bridge to his knowledge. The 
bridge was calculated to carry a moving load 
of from two to three tons to the lineal foot.

A THEORY OF THE DISASTE 
To the Editor af The née. 

CHICAGO, Jan. - many theories 
that have appeared accoup forthe tabula 
disaster, I have failed to find what I conceive to 
be the true one. With your permission I will 
give my theory, hoping that it may help to 
elucidate the subject, and perhaps lead to the 
adoption of measures that will tend to secure 
more safety to the traveling public: 

The Ashtabula bridge was, built on what is 
called the truss plan, in distinction from the 
arch or suspension methods. In such a bridge 
there are five distinct and separate parts, any 
ove of which failing, the bridge will go down, 
First, there are the lower string-pieces, in which 
the strain is always by tension. Hence these 
pieces are always straight,—kept so by the 
weight of the itself,—and can only give 
way by being drawn asunder. — the 
upper string- 8, Which are always subjected 
to a crushing strain, which tends to throw them 
out of line by what is called “buckling,” and 
which can yield in no other way. Third, 
the posts, which in an iron 
bridge are usually subjected to a 
crushing strain; while (fourth) the sustaining- 
rods (the reverse of the braces in a wooden 
bridge) are strained by tension. Fifth, there is 

cre by means of rods 
jes, Which are usually subject to no 
strain at all, except that which is voluntarily 
put upon them by the builder for the 
of keeping other parts in their places. is 
system is divided into two namely, the 
horizontal crose-bracing, which is intended to 
keep the upper string- pieces from buckling. and 
the vertical erose-bracing, which svents 
the trusses from falling over eways. 
This cross-bracing is the most delicate 
and difficult part of the work to do on an iron 
bridge ; for the rods must be made to act against 
each other, so that, while they hold the upper 
string-picces firmly to their places, they must 
be strained exactly alike, otherwise they them- 
se ves would draw the strings out of line. Now 
it is casy to see that there is no limit to the 
actual tension that may be put upon them by 
ignorant or injudicious workmen; they may, in 
fact, be drawn so tight as to be just ready to 
part, while it would be impossible to discover 
the fact by the closest inspection. 

Now, when the rails are laid along the lower 
part of a bridge of this kind, the track, being at- 
tached to the cross-ties with the lower string- 
pieces, must be kept straight, and the 
train will pass over it with the least possible 
— or improper strain on any vart of the bridge; 

ut, if the track is laid on the top of the bridge, 
there is no such certainty that the track will be 
kept straight. On the contrary, every strain, 
from whatever source, tends to throw tae upper

line of the bridge. It is easy to sce that, if the 
track had been laid at the bottom of this bridge, 
the breaking of a rod or two in the cross- 
bracing would have had comparatively little 
effect, and the train would bave crussed in 
safety. 

There are other considerations why a road- 
way should not be made on the top of a bridge, 
among which is the difficulty and probable 
neglect of inspecting a bridge which is out of 
sight. But I think enough has been said to 
show that the use of the of a bridge for a 
a increases the er at least ten- 
fold. 

Many of the bridges of the Lake-Shore Rail- 
road are over deep narrow gorges, and 
probably, in order to save the expense of b 
abutments, are sunk below the level of the 
The loss of the Company in this instance will be 
far more than they saved by their false economy.

TAXATION OF THE NATIONAL BANES. 

A bill is under preparation in New York, at the 
instance of the National Banks in that city, for 
their rellef from State taxation. It provides, in 
effect, that the total valuation of bank shares for 
assessment shall not exceed the actual value of 
the ‘property of the institution in which its capital 
and surplus may be invested, exclusive of all 
property, with respect to which a private citizen 
or a money corporation, other than à bank or 
banking association, is not lable to assessment 
and taxation by authority of this State. The Leg- 
isiature is asked to exclude from such valuation all 
u nounts investcd iu real estate owned by the bank, 
making the latter subject only to such tax as is 
imposed on other real property and in the same 
manner.

It is estimated by usually 
well-informed parties that at least two-thirds of 
the surplus of wheat in the Northwest has been 
already marketed. Of course it should not be for- 
gotten that the present price of wheat in this mar- 
ket is unusually high for thi. time of the year. 

The money of the East and West has come hither 
to invest in it, in preference to other places, and 
60 our market has been forced up above the point 
at which shipments can be made Eastward; but the 
people to the west of us are holding it relatively 
higher than we are, and Chicago is not, therefore, 
on the extreme. The worst thing about the deal 
in this city ie a widespread impression that the 
market is manipulated up and down to suit the 
interests of a smal! but powerful combination, and 
that people with small capital are equally liable to 
lose it on either side. 

The leading produce markets were rather weak 
yesterday on the average, but moderately steady, 
on a fair volume of business in the principal de- 
partments, There was a widespread impression 
early to the effect that ‘*Grim-visaged war hath 
smoothed his wrinkled front,” and a good many 
operators thought the selling policy to be the best. 
The snow-storm, with a mild temperature, made it 
unpleasant to be out, and checked outdoor opera- 
tions to some extent, making the receipts rather 
light, and keeping the shipping movement down to 
a low point. 

There was a fair movement in domestic dry 
goods, and for standard cotton productions the 
market displays a buoyant tone. Groceries were 
quoted reasonably active, with prices firm al! 
around. No quotable changes were developed. 
Sugars and coffees were strong at the advanced 
prices established earlier in the week. In the 
dried-fruit, canned-goods, and fish markets there 
were no marked changes. Butter and cheese were 
firm. The oil trade remains quiet, with most 
descriptions ruling firm. Prices of leather, coal, 
and wood were unchanged. Bagging was firm at 
22%c for Stark, and 21½e for Montaup, Peerless, 
and Ontario. 

There were no new features in lumber. The de- 
mand continues light, and no very brisk move- 
ment is looked for before spring. The hardware 
dealers report a rather light trade at unchanged 
prices. Wool, hops, and broom-corn remain 
quiet, Seeds were quiet and steady, excepting 
clover, which was quoted a shade easier towards 
the close of the day. Hides were again reported 
dull and weak, the regular buyers being inclined 
to hold off and await developments in the East.

CHICAGO, 
ANOTHER SUIT ABOUT THE CITY GAS CONTRACT. 

Joel H. Daniels, on his own behalf and on be- 
half of ali other tax-payers who feel their taxes 
burdensome, filed a bill yesterday in the Circuit 
Court against the City of Chicago and the Chi- 
cago Gas-Light & Coke Company to abrogate 
the contract of June 2, 1869, between the city and 
company. The complainant states that the Gas 
Company was incorporated in 1849 under the 
name of the Chicago Gas-Light & Coke Com- 
pany. In 1859 the Common Council of Chi- 
cago in violation of the trusts reposed 
in them dy virtue of «their official 
power,“ and in direct fraud on the rights 
of the citizens of Chicago, made a ten-year 
contract with the Company for lighting the 
streets with gas. The contract-price was 
a thousand cubic feet. The charter of the 
city then in force directed that no contract 
should be made by the Common Council nor 
any expense incurred, unless an appropriation 
were previously made concerning such — — 
The members of the Council were at that time, 
and have been ever since, elected for two years 
only, and not for ten years. 

In May, 1869, the Common Council authorized 
the Mayor and Comptreller to make another 
‘ten-year contract with the Gas-Light Company 
for lighting the North and South Divisions at a 
rate ndt to excéed $2.50 per thousand cubic feet. 
Such contract was made June 2, 1869. hen 
this contract was entered into no 1 
concerning it had been made. T item of 
lighting the streets is alleged to be one of the 
chief expenses of the City Government. 
The cost for the year ending May, 
1870, for lighting the whole cit was 
$245,976.02, and tor 1876 it was over 000. 
The ratio of increase of expense exceeds that of 
the population. 

The Chicago Gas-Light & Coke Company 
now claims something over $300,000 as due on its 
contract. Complainant claims that the Council 
“cannot make any riation for any expenses 
for more thanavear. He also alleges that the 
contract of 1869 was sured by fraud, and that 
the Company spent $30,000 among the Alder- 
mentogetit. He, therefore, asks that the city 

may be enjoined from paying or the Company 
from receiving the 8300. 000 now claimed to be 
tue, and that the whole contract may be de- 
dared to be void. Messrs. Humphreyville and 
Mitchell appear for the complainant. 
GAGE VS. PARMELEE. 

Moore yesterday decided the case of 
David A. Gage agninet Franklin Parmelee, and 
dismissed the bill. The bill was brought to 
settle a partnership, which had existed for 
twenty years between the plaintiff and defend- 
ant du the whole of which time no account 
or settlement had been made. Both parties had 
grown old and almost rich in the business, and 
finally when Gage got into trouble through his 
defalcations as City Treasurer, his partner, not 
unnaturally, wanted to settle up. Gage at first 
demurred, but at length consented, and the part- 
nership was dissolved Jan. 1, 1874. Parmelee 
paid t $10,000 in bonds and some $5,000 
incash and assumed all the debts of the con- 
cern, and Gage relinquihsed all further claim

THE REPORTS. 

The Judiciary Committee has finally made its 
report upon this question. The majority report 
declares that Judge Belford is entitled to his 
seat.

The average quantity of white wines 
made is about 13.000 tons annually, and 
the process an entirely different one. the grapes 
being picked singly from the bunches as they 
become, not to say ripe, but positively dry and 
withered, and presenting more the appearance 
of dried raisins. Both inthe case of clarets 
and Sauternes, the process of making the wine 
is exceedingly simple, claret being the juice of 
the grapes slightly pressed and allowed to run, 
together with the fruit itself, into large vats, 
where ft remains the necessary time until the 
fermentation is completed, when the juice is 
drawn off into the hogsheads, which are placed 
in cool, dark stores above ground. In England, 

yes being such an expensive luxury, it is 
diffeult to picture the load after load of fresh 
gathered fruit arriving at the press-houses hour 
after hour on long narrow carts drawn by pairs 
of m ficent oxen, which it would do an 
English butcher’s heart good to look at. The 
process in the Sauterne districts is somewhat 
different, the grapes or dried fruit being care- 
fully picked one by one; and for this reason, if 
the fine weather lasts, the vintage in these dis- 
tricts extends over some weeks, while in the 
event of a wet day the labor is suspended until 
the fruit has again had time to become dry.

DETECTIVE RICKEY. 

HIS SIDE OF THE STORY. 


The statement in yesterday's TRIBUNE as to 
the manner. in which Detective Rickey ™@ 
covered a watch which had been stolen from 
George A. H. Baker. of the Post, was ex-parte, 
and appears to have been unjust to the officer. 
His version of the transaction is as follows: 

When the watch was reported stolen, the fact 
was noted om my book, as all such property is, 
my business being to look after the pawnshops. 
1 did not know who Baker was. The next morn- 
ing be came to the Central Office and says, Is 
this Rickey?” I said, Tes.“ Have you got 
my watch!“ I asked. What watch; what is 
your name?” He gave me bis name, and | 
turned to my book and said,. No; I haven't 
been to all the pawnshops since it was reported; 
but I may find it yet.” 

THE NEXT TIME ux CAME IN 

I had been to — * all of them. He asked me 
if | had seen anything of it. I told him I had 
not gotten any track of it. He then said the 
watch was a present to him, and he didn’t want 
to lose it, and wished we to get it if it was pos- 
sible. I told him J would, —tbat at bie request 
I would say th the pawnbrokers, - 11 1 
watch is offered to you, take it, aud get it 

cheap as you can.” And if 1 did so, 1 told him 
would expect him to pay them. He tuld me 
to do it. and 1 did sw. Some of the pawn- 
brokers took a description of the watch and the 
number, so they would know it. Afterwards [ 
visited the shops aud made inquiry, None ol 
them had gotten track of it. It had not been 
offered. Que of the other repurters, whose 
name I do not know, came to me one morning 


and asked me if 1 had gotten track 
of it 1 told him w»so—that was 
afraid it had gotten into «_ channel 


where we couldn't reach it—that I bad inquired 
everywhere, and done everything I could with- 
out success. Well,” says he, Baker wouldn't 
lose it for the value of it. It wasa present. 
Isu't there apy way you can get it!“ 1 said, 
„there is one other way, but we don’t like to du 
it; Superintendent Hickey does not like to have 
us do it, and I never would do it without direct 
orders from the parties themseives, that is to 
notify some pawnbrokers and outsiders to see if 
they can get track of it; but if 1 did he (Baker) 
would have to pay to get it. The next morning 
Baker came to the office and called me into the 
hall and talked with me. I said to him, “Iwill 
tell you what 1 will do. You come out 
with me and I will introduce you 
to some pawnbrokers and other outsiders, 
aud you tell them what you want 
them to do.“ He says, Rickey, they will pot 
do it for me.“ I said, They will, if lgo with 
you, because I wiil ask them to do it as 
A PERSONAL FAVOR TO YOU FOR MB.” 

He says, I haven't time to go. Lou do this 
for me. It will be a great favor tome. | will 
make you all right, 1 said: You will not 
have to give me a cent. The city pays me for 
my work. If I get at this for you, it will be on 
your promise that there will be notning said 
about it hereafter, because if the watch should 
be turned up in that way, and it should appear 
im print, parties outside, who do not understand 
it, might think it looked bad.” He promised 
me upon his honor that nota word would be 
said about it; told me to get it in any way I 
could. to find out what it would cost; if it didn’t 
cost too much he would pay it; if it did he 
would not.

Chicago, and: merely reside in Hyde Park to 
enjoy country air and escape from the high rents 
prevailing iu the city. They have expended large 
sums of money in improvements of all kinds, 
notably güs, water, pavements, and sewerage, 
aud do not feel inclined te undergo any further 
large drafts on their respective pocketbooks. 
r THE SOUTH END 

of the town is almost entirely devoted to the 
heavy manufacturing industries, aud the most 


of these are centred in South Chicago 
and Iroudale. The land is low and 
swampy, and to drain it properly 


$0 a» to give it a permanent and growing value, 
will require the expenditure of enormous sums 
of money. Its present assessed valuation is 
very light as compared with that of the north- 
ern section; but the inhabitants demand that 
the general fund of the town be expended in 
proportion to the population, and not pro 
rata with the property valuation. To 
this the dwellers just south of the 
city-limits object. They do not see why, after 
having taxed themselves for their own improve- 
ments, they should be called upon to pay the 
cost of improving the property around the 
Calumet River, in which they have no interest 
whatever. If the property-owuers of South 
Chicago and adjacent tracts want to benefit their 

roperty, they should do it at their own expense. 

eerming into the future, the residents of Uak- 
land and the Village of Hyde Park see that it is 
only a question of time, when the manufactur- 
ing section of the town will have the prepon- 
derance of population, and under the axiom that 
the will of the majority is the law, they fear 
that the taxation to which they are now sub- 
jected. will be doubled or trebled. Hence the 
desire for a dissolution. 

The question has been agitated considerably 
in a desultory es’ but no concerted action has 
yet been taken. It is not improbable, however, 
that a bill will be introduced at the present ses- 
sion for the division of townships, wherever 
tbe innabitants may deem such partitions nec- 
esary. 

UNDER THE PRESENT LAW 

it is pretty difficult tosettle the matter satis- 
factorily. A County Board can split up a town- 
ship on the petition of a certain number of 
votes, but the new town must contain seven- 
teen square miles of territory. It is the desire 
of the people of the upper end of Hyde Park 
to make their southern line Seventv-tirst street. 
This would leave within the boundaries of the 
new town all the parks, Oakland Cemetery, the 
Water-W orks, and all the residence property. 
South of it would come South Chicago, Cornell, 
and those. other purely manufacturing 
villages. But unfortunately the territory 
between the city limits and Seventy-first street 
does vot amount to 17 square miles. To make 
up that amount it would be necessary to go 
down to Seventy-ninth street, which would take 
in Cornell,—a bit of territory which is not par- 
ticularly wanted. 

At present Hyde Park is a sort of a curious 
dual organization. The village is co-extensive 
with the town, and the problem presented is not 
merely the subdivision of the towp, but also of 
the village; and it is questionable whether a 
satisiactory result can be arrived at with- 
out some action of the Legislature. Another 
botheration is that the people at the upper end 
want to keep their old name. They were Hyde 
Fark before the east half of Calumet was added. 
and they want to remain Hyde Park for the 
sake of the associations connected with the 
name and the good-will,—if one can use that 
expression of asuburb. If they are the ones 
who go out, they fear that the rest of the town 
will be Hyde Park, and that ther will have to 
pick out some other designation for themselves. 

SOME WANT ANNEXATION 

to the city. It will come ultimately, of course, 
and the feeling is pretty strong inthe strip 
known as Oakland, extending down about to 
Forty-seventh street. This feeling, however, is 
probably not strong enouch as yet in the se- 
tioa north of Seventy-first street to control a 
majority vote, while the expense of maintain- 
ing a separate system of organization is 
ſelt.—a separate organization] which has now 
bevome about as absurd as was that of 
Germantown when Philadelphia was upon its 
borders—vet the number of small offices and the 
fedrof the city debt, which is stili somewhat 
larger than that of Hyde Park, deter many 
from a movement to unite with Chicago. 

As vet no bill has been introduced into the 
Legislature, and it would require a good deal of 
skill to draw one which would meet fully the 
particular requirements of the case and not be 
amenable to the charge of being special legis- 
lation.

MORE FROM THE “ STAATS-ZEITUNG.” 


The Staats-Zeitung of yesterday has the fol- 
lowing article relative to the county printing 


investigation: 

The Printing Committee has decided to begin the 
investigation of the county printing question 
Tureday, and bas already announced the methods 
by which it will determine whether the accusation 
that more than was right 3 for the county 
printing was a correct one. s method is a ver 
singular one. Instead of simply measuring oP all 
the matter which has been printed, a work which 
could be done in a few hours by an expert, the 
Printing Committee will only select one bill from 
each month, and compare with it the printed 
matter to which it relates. This apparently 
indicates that the Printing Committee starts 
out on the assumption that the charges are without 
foundation, since, if this were not so, what would 
be the use of finding out onlya part of the irregu- 
larities. It wonld certainly nteresting to know 
how, if 7 the county has been overcharged. 
and the picking- out of afew bills looks as if the 
Committee intentionally wished to avoid getting at 
a full knowledge of the swindling which bas been 
perpetrated. 

Yet fora beginning, and to determine the fact 
thatewindiing has n done, the data which are 
given below will suffice. Some one has measured 
all the pamphlet proceedings which have been 
printed from the beginning of the publication to 
the end of November last year, and has made a 
comparison with the bills of one of the two news- 
mapers with the following data, furnished by the 

rinting Cemmittee:

Here isa little difference of $264.24 between the 
figure which the newspaper had a right to claim 
and the amount Which wae paid ont. For both 
newepapers thie would make a difference in the 
eleven bills of twice ae much, or over $500. More- 
over, this is brevier matter measured ou a non- 
pareil basis. Had the matter been measured by 
the number of squares which it would have made of 
the nonpareil advertisement type used by the two 
papers. it would have made only 474 squares. and 
cost only $166. The advisability of the Printing 
Committee's measuring up all the bills is shown by 
that of the 8th of September of last year. The 
number of squares is 408 at 35 cents. Thie makes 
$174.30. The bill sent in by one paper is $460 32; 
that sentin by the other is, if we remember cor- 
rectly, about $50 less, making here alonea dif- 
ference of $284. 

Taking asa whole the pamphlet proceedings, 


consisting of brevier measured on a nonpareil basis, 


made, up to the 27th of September, 10, 260 squares 
which, — 2 * the proper reckonin should 
have cost only $3,598, and occupied. only 6,350 
squares of room, and would have cost 82. 223 had 
the same matter been printed at 35 cents per square 
in Tug Tripune, Tunes, Staate-Zeitung, Inter- 
Ocean, Journal, or Post. For the two papers the 
publication during the year and a half would have 
cost about 84. 500, while in reality up to the middle 
of October over $9, 600 had been N 

Even now, after the ewindle been exposed, 
the papers which are implicated are attempting to 
swindle the county. As appears from yesterday's 
Staats-Zeitunq, bills forthe printing of the late 
election vote, amounting to about $400, were 
handed in. Leaving out of view the fact that the 
County Board bas no right * order the publication 
of this matter, the space of two whole was 
intentionally taken . 4 by it, while the matter 
could very easily have been compressed into three 
columns, when it would have cost but 542. The 
—- of these bills would be an open violation 
of law on the part of the County Board. 

We are curious to know what the Printing Com- 
mittee of the County Board will do, and how it 
will measure this matter, especially curious to 
know how Mr. Hoffman, who haa up to this time 
enjoyed the reputation of preserving his honor and 
honeety tree from party considerations, will act in 
the matter. As a clew to the Committee, we call 
attention to the fact that the matter, which is con- 
tained in over thirty-two lines of the pamphlet, 
could have been put into twenty lines had the or- 
dinary advertising type nonparei) been used. 


AN OLD MURDER. 
ARREST OF ONB OF THE CRIMINALS, 

Detective Steele has been doing another little 
piece of good work, and it is high time to give 
him away. Some weeks ago Supt. Hickey re- 
ceived a letter from Superintendent of Police 
H. K. Jones, of Philadelphia, requesting him to 
exert himself in capturing Frank Kelley, who 
was wanted in that city for murder, and 
who was known to be traveling about in 
the West. He correctly supposed that Kel- 
ley would in the course of time turn 
up in Chicago, and would of course 
run greater chances of detection here than inthe 
sleepy suburbs of St. Louis and Cincinnati. By 
chance the assignment given Steele played di- 
rectly into his hands, and after a mouth's quiet 
detective work éaring his leisure hours he suc- 
ceeded in tracing Kelley to a room on State 
street near Jackson. Steele also applied fora 
room in the same building, and while inquiring 
and gazing about was secretly taking down 
notes concerning Kelley and the woman with 
whom he was living. He calculated to pounce 
down upon the two at the same 
time, but was thwartedin this by Kellev moving 
out suddenly one evening, he having no doubt 
suspected that the police were keeping watch of 
his suspicious movements. But Steele did not 
give up, he only laid low for his game, and 
Vedpnesday he nabbed Kelley just as he was buy: 
ing a ticket to the Coliseum. He has since been 
locked up at the Central Station, but the police 
have kept mum thus far, for fear of his 
friends finding out where be was and at 
tempting to secure his release by a ha- 
beas corpus. When arrested he had a long 
and murderous-looking clasp-knife clutched 
tightly in his right hand, and covered from 
sight in his. overcoat pocket, and had the officer 
been a man of less imposing build he would un- 
doubtedly have made an attempt to escape. 
Immediately after the arrest, Superintendent 
Hickey telegraphed to Philadelphia, and re- 
ceived in response the subjoined telegrams: 

Chief of Follce Hickey: Hold Frank Kelley. Will 
send party who can identify him, with papers, as 
soon as possible. Hi. K. Jones. 

And again: 

Detective Tryon is on hie wa 
for Frank Kelley. Hold bim. hey will identify 
him. H. K. Joxxs. 

The crime for which Kelley is wanted is the 
murder of Octavius V. Catto and Isaac Cass in

Philadelphia on the i2th of October, 
1871. His accomplice in the crime was 
Harry Devere, whose capture has not 


Immediately after the mur- 
der and robbery, Daniel M. Fox, the then Mayor 
of Philadelphia, advertised a reward for the ap- 
prehension of the men, describing Kelicy as fol- 
lows: Five feet six inches in height, 22 years 
of age, medium size, dark hair and eyes, and 
large pistol scalp wound on the top of the head.

In the face of the worst snow-storm of the 
season, hugdreds of friends of the late Mark 
Sheridan repaired to All Saints’ Church, on 
Kossuth, near Sanger street, yesterday morning, 
to pay their final tribute of respect to him who 
was indeed their own familiar friend. By 9 
o’clock the people began pouring into the 
church, and at 10, the hour announced for the 
services, few seats were to be had. Among this 
large concourse were several of Chicago’s best- 
known citizens, who were not deterred by the 
unfriendly state of the weather from attending 
the funeral of the deceased. Among them were 
Mayor Heath, ex-Mayor Colvin and lady, M. C.

Riordan delivered a short and eminently grace- 
ful tribute to the memory of the deceased, of 
which the following is an abstract: 

The present occasion, said the reverened gen- 
tleman, conveyed the solemn lesson that all 
were under death, and must sooner or later 
yield to his power. But to-day the trappings 
of mourning were decorated with a cross, re- 
minding tne survivors that, while they 

lieved, they must not grieve as those 

aving no hope. This death stood con- 
quered by the death of Christ, already renewed 
in the sacrifice of the mass. In every man's 
life there was a lesson, either of imitation or 
caution. Men should not be ees poe by their 
outward, but by their private, their inner, lives. 
The man of generous, noble aspirations was 
one who might well be called the great man. A 
man was not necessarily great on account of any 
great measure of success achieved in lite, or 
irom any external endowments with which he 
micht be enriched, but from the force of thought, 
the capabilities which he possessed, the steadfast- 
ness with which he adhered to the 1 of 
conscience. The common lights of reason and 
conscience were unquestionably greater than 
any external endowments, and one noble 
thought, one generous impulse, one heroic as- 
piration, stamped a man with a greater charac- 
ter in the eves of God than the most extensive 
treasures accumulated by years of toil. Of the 
deceased it might with truth be said that his life 
partook of this higher, inner, and greater char- 
acter. His friends in political life, as well as his 
enemies, must bear testimony to the up- 
htaess of his life, to the integrity 
of his character, to the purity of his motives, 
and upon his tomb might trutnfully and appro- 
priately be imscribed, *“‘Here lies an honest 
man. Mr. Sheridan was a man of character, 
and, while such a man might make mistakes, 
might be misled by honest adherence to a wrong 
principle, yet it were well in these days of small 
men to find a man who, while committing mis- 
takes, was elevated bya sense of duty into 
the pure air of consciousness. Mr. 
Sheridan loved his own people, and 
the land from which ne came. Patriotism was 
tor him, as it should be, a sacred duty. He ob- 
tained the love of all who knew him by his dis- 
interested faith, his rugged honesty. 

He was one of the est and most gener- 
ous supporters of the church in which these 
services were being held, and to it he had given 
the most loyal obedience. It was the guide of 
his entire life, and, while he did not ostenta- 
tiously thrust his views before the world from 
any human motives, there never was a more 
generous, active hand or a more egies heart. 
Of his means, although not large, he ner- 
ously contributed to the uses of the church. 
The affectionate care which he bestowed upon 
his family was well worthy of emulation. His 
heart went out to the poor with melting charity.
